PRESIDENT ALEXIS DEFIANT 


Although His Case Seems to Be Des- 
perate, He Will Not Hear of 
“Surrender—Foreign Flags 

Have Been Raised Over 
Many Houses, 


Port-au-Prince, November 30.—Every 
hour brings the revolutionary army 
nearer to Port-au-Prince, and a feel- 
ing of impending disaster has. taken 
possession of the people. The ad- 
vance guard of General Antoine Si- 
mon'’s force is not now more than 
twenty-five or thirty miles from this 
city, and up to the present the insur- 
gents have swept all before them. 

The government losses at  Anse- 
a’Veau on Friday, and the rout of the 
loyal troops have caused consternation 
among the officials of the government, 
with possibly the sole exception of Pres- 
ident Nord Alexis. Every effort to have 
him take himself out of the country 
has proved a failure, and the aged 
president announces hfs determination 
to fight to the last. 

Many Panic-Stricken. 


Many of the residents are  panic- 
stricken, and the great majority of the 
natives have closed and shuttered their 
stores and business houses and have put 
bars across the doors and winows of 
their residences. There is an uneasy

There was great fear tonight that 
the disaffected body of Haiilens in this 
City might take up arms for the over- 
inrow of the government, which, how- 
ever, being forewarned, had taken pre- 
cautions against this happening.

Vanguard of Rebels. 


The vanguard of the revolutionists 
occupied Grand Goave, a-town of 16,000 
inhabitants, about thirty riles west of 
Port-au-Prince, without firing a shot, 
and it ig expected that this torce will 
be sent ahead to clear the way, if any 
obstruction is offered for the army, 
which the former commander of the de- 
partment of the south has gathered 
around him. 

General Simon has been engaged in 
previous movements of the same kind. 
In 1902 Ke declared himself in favor 
of General Anto Firmin for the ppesi- 
latter pursued similar 
tactics to those now being followed by 
General Simen.

PARIS BARRED TO CASTRO 


He Will Not Be Allowed to Visit the 
Capital, Bat 
Upon at Bordeaux—France 
Would Like to Bar Him 
From Country. 


May Be Operated 


Paris, November 30.—The French gov- 
ernment is giving consideration to the 
question as to how President Castro, 
of Venezuela, shall be treated upon his 
arrival at Bordeaux. After the ignomin- 
lous fashion which the French min- 
ister was expelled from Caracas, the 
government feels that it would be jus- 
tified in refusing to allow the president 
of Vebezuela to land, but as Castro is 
reported to be ill, humanitarian con- 
siderations prevent the government 
from taking such a course. 

It is probable, therefore, that a port 
official will be designated to board the 
steamer Guadeloupe on ich Castro. is 
a passenger, and ascérth!n bis inten; 
tions. If Castro desires to be treate 
at Bordeaux he will be allowed to ree 
main there: if at Berlin,- he will be 
given a pass-port across France, via 
Lyon, to the Swiss frontier. But in no 
case will he be permitted to come to 
Paris. 

President Castro's statement at Basse 
Terre, which he is reported to have 
made to interviewers yesterday, to the 
effect that that he was proceeding to 
France ta settle a diplomatic matter, 
was the first intention the Fremch gov- 
ernment had that he had any intention 
of trying to settle Venezuela's dipio- 
matic differences with this country.

Noles Are Exchanged Regarding 
Policies in Far East

Washington, November 30.—Secretary 
of State Elihu Root, on behaif of the 
United States, and Kogoroe Takahira, 
ambassador, on behalf of Japan, shortly 
after 3 o’clock this afternoon, exchanged 
diplomatic notes defining the policies of 
the two governments in the Far East. 
The actual ceremony of exchange was 
very brief, Secretary Root handing the 
ambassador a note which bore his sig- 
nature, and the ambassador giving (to 
Mr. Root a paper defining Japan's policy 
and béaring his signature. Assistant 
Secretary ‘Bacon, Second Secretary of 
Embassy Masanao Hanihara and Mr. 
Babcock, Mr. Root’s private secretary, 
were witnesses to the transaction. After 
an informal exchange of felicitations, 
the ambassador and his secretary left 
the state department, the former wita 
a smile on his face, indicating his great 
satisfaction over the @onclusion of the 
exchange. 

Purport of Notes. 


The full purport of the notes already 
has been set out in the dispatches. They 
will be made public simultaneously in 
the United States and Japan tomorrow 
night, with a view to their, publication 
in both countries on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The exchange of notes is based on the 
idea ‘of encouraging and defending free 
and peaceful commercial development in 
the Pacific. and to this end the signa- 
‘tory parties have prepared a series of 
articles expressive of their intention in 
the matter. Legislative action Dy the 
senate is unnecessary and the declara- 
tion or exchange of notes will not aave 
to be referred to that body. The decla- 
ration is not a treaty, simply a reaf- 
firmation of what both Japan and the 
United States have stood for in China 
and the Far East génerally. It has no 
legal standing, but its greatest benefit 
will be that derived from the moral ef- 
fect it will exercise in the future diplo- 
macy governing the Far East. In this 
respect, it has been likened to the Mon- 
roe doctrine in American history. 


Singular Coincidence. 


It was pointed out today as rather @ 
singular coincidence that the exchange 
of notes. with Japan regarding China 
should occur the same day as that on 
which Tang.Shao Yi nas come to thank 
the American government for the re- 
mission of the Boxer indemnity. 

As apart from the reiteration of the 
attitude of the two governments inter- 
ested on the subject of China, the ex- 
change of today’s notes is very timely 
and useful, according to the state de- 
partment. Today's newspaper publica- 
tions abroad, while expressing generally 
a favorable degree of satisfaction over 
the step taken by Japan and tne United 
States, at the same time show that there 
is still some misconception of the real 
attitude of the two countries. 

“America and Japan understand very 
well what the attitude of the other 1s, 
said a prominent Official today, “put 
there are a number of people in various 
parts of the world who do not seem to 
understand, and for tnis reason a Tre- 
statement of the attitude of both gOV- 
ernments was deemed 4 wise step.

OPEN ON ELECTION DAY 


There will be no near beer saloons 
epen on tomorrow, election day. 

Or, if any of them do open, the police 
will enter casés. 

Yesterday Mayor Joyner approved the 
Grdinance which council adopted at its 
last meeting requiring all places that 
Sold neat beer to close doors on Decem- 
ber 2, when the city election took place. 
The ordinance is now a city law, and 
the police authorities will be called upon 
to enforce it. 

In the days before state prohibition 
there was a state law which prohibited 
saloons from keeping open doors on elec- 
tion days. When prohibition came fnto 
effect the liquor election law, of course, 
became inoperative. 

Then there blossomed forth the near 
beer proposition. The city 
wrestied with it long and nobly, 


| 


along it was argued that if near beer 
was an intoxicating beverage it ought 
not to be sold at all, and ff it wasn't 
an intoxicating beverage it ought to be 
dealt with just as any other “soft 
drink.’’ 

So it followed that when the city pri- 
mary was held the near beer saloons 
remained open. .

HAITI NEEDS A GUARDIAN. 


That little two by four republic situated on the eastern end of one of the 
West Indies islands, and known as Haiti, has, as the rgsult of intermittent 
revolution and plethora of political execution, kept more persistently in the 
international eye than many of the great and powerful governments of the 
world. 

Revolution is its natiénal life and no sooner has it established one ruler 
and his entourage in power, than conspiracy which quickly grows to revalu- 
tionary proportions, 1s again formed against the government. 

In the meantime the government seeks to perpetuate its power, for a 
few weeks at least, by diligently hunting out the conspirators and having a 
few of them shot betore breakfast every morning. 

It is but a few months since the foreign consulates were called upon to 
afford asylum to half a hundred prominent conspirators or revolutionists with 
whose executions, it appeared, the president, one Nord Alexis, desired to 
preface his morning meal. ° 

Now the conspirators, well organized, have become full-fledged revolu- 
tionists and in a battle in one corner of the island a day or two ago, routed 
the government forces with considerable loss of life. 

If they succeed, under the leadership of General Simon, in overthrowing 
the Alexis government, it will be only. to replace the latter with the~-former, 
execute a few of the Alexis retainers and then await the inevitable day when 
another revolution will spring up, grow strong and wipe it from the map. 

Thus Haiti revolves between revolutions, each of which claims its dead 
and maimed; it breathes an atmosphere of blood and destruction. 

It is true it is a negro republic, but that constitutes no reason why in- 
tervention in the name of humanity should not bring an end to this inter- 
minable and disgraceful turmoil which robs life and property of their safety 
land security.. 

There is just as much, if not more, reason for intervention in Haiti than 
}there was in the affairs of Cuba. 

Since this intervention can come properly only through the government 
of the United States, it is its duty, it appears to us, to take prompt hold of 
it and give the Haitians to understand that this thing must stop at once. 

There has been a jot of loud talking about holding the Philippines for the 
purpose of policing them in the interests of humanity. | 

But it would appear that the great humanity policeman is asleep on his 
beat. 

There is assault and murder right under his hose, yet his night ‘stick 
rests harmless and inactive. 

The United States ought to take hold of the situation in Haiti and es- 
tablish a protectorate of sufficient oe a extent to insure peace and good 
order in the island. 

Let the people choose a government as in Cuba, and me demand that 
they shall support it. It should provide sufficient protection to compel that 
support. A couple of handy gunboats would be enough.

Japan and the Ship Sabsidy. 


Editor Constitution: You have been 
very seriously misled in statements from 
The Portland Oregonian, editorially ap- 
proved by you, in regard to the alleged 
abandonment of the subsidy system by 
Japan. These statements declare that 


to be withdrawn. 
being made are those which are for 
mail steamers.’ 

In the first place, the principal sub- 
sidies of Japan are and have been for 
these same mail steamers. The British 
Board of Trade Journal, of March 5, 
1908, says that in 1907-08 Japan's mail 
subsidies constituted $3,540,000 out of 
total expenditures of $4,735,000. 

In the second place, it is these mail 
subsidies which Japan has used to 
drive the American flag off the Pacific 
ocean—all of her lines to our Pacific 
ports being mail lines, whose national 
ald is to be continued. In the third 
place, the proposal to reduce the Japa- 
nese subsidies is only a proposal. It 
has not yet.been accepted, and perhaps 
will not be actepted at all by the Japa- 
nese lawmakers. “Finally, itis signifi- 
cant that in the pressure for economy, 
growing out of the huge indebtedness 
of the Russian war, the Japanese g£0v- 
ernment has. reduced its expenditures 
for its army, its navy, its civil govern- 
ment, and even for education before 
proposing to touch the ship subsidies at 
all. The reason for this is manifest— 
that the Japanese government and its 
people believe that the ship subsidy ex- 
penditures have een the wisest, most 
profitable and most indispensable of all 
the expenditures of the empire. 

'In™T870 Japan had only 18,000 tons of 
shipping and no ship yard capable of 
constructing any craft but junks. To- 
day, because of liberai and persistent 
subsidies, the Japanese mercantile ma- 
rine has a tonnage of 1,600,000 and 
there are 18 modern ship yards in the 
empire. As late as 1900 there were in all 
Japan only 38,000 people engaged in 
ocean trade; now there are 202,000. The 
increase in her mercantile marine has 
accompanied and promoted an expansion 
of Japan's foreign commerce from 4 
tatal of about $60,000,000 or $60,000,000 
in 1884 to a total of $419,000,000 in 1906. 
Is it any wonder that the Japanese g0v- 
ernment. even in its present financial 
stress, 
else before its ocean shipping? The 
truth is that there is not one single pol- 
icy of the empire which the Japanese 
statesmen and thelr people so over- 
whelmingly approve as this of national 
aid to maritime enterprise."

The murder theory was 
abandoned, and after a short consulta- 
tion the jury bright in the following 
verdict: “We, the jury empanelled to 
inquire into. the death of Douglass 
Steele, after -viewing the body and 
hearing the evidence and seeing the 
place where the body lay, and from the 
circumstances as detailed, find that de- 
ceased was killed by the train, either 
while trying te board the train or to 
alight from the train.’

IN PROGRESS AT PRAGUE 


Insulted and Whipped, 
Them 


Germans 
and Many of 
Wounded, 


Vienna, November 30.—Dispatches re- | 
ceived here state that Czech demonstra- | 
tions against the German students At | 


Prague, which have been going on in- 
termittently for several weeks, were re- 
sumed today, assuming an anti-dynastic 
character. - 

Turbulent anti-German scenes occurred 
today in many places, while throughout 
the city German were insulted and 
whipped and many of them were wound- 
ed. The Germans themselves neld dem- 
onstrations for the monarchy and sang 
the imperial hymn. The Czechs answer- 
ed by sneering at the hymn and tear- 
ing the imperial black and yellow flag 
to pieces. Anti-governmental demonstra- 
tions also were held. 

The growing disturbances are causing 
indignation among the Germans, as they 
are adding grave domestic difficulties to 
the many external difficulties that have 
arisen.

Pine Bluff Threatened by the 
Swelling Arkansas 


MAY TRY TO DIVERT RIVER 


Citizen? Hold Mass Meeting and 
Discuss Cutting Through a Horse 
Shoe Fuormed by the River 
So as to Save Their 
Property. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., November 30.—Fear- 
ing that the already weakened banks of 
tne Arkansas river would be unable to 
withstand the pressure of the water 
when the full force of the present rise 
reaches Pine Bluff, it was decided, at a 
mass meeting of citizens held here’ to- 
day, to divert, if possible, the channel 
of the river by the cutting through of 
a narrow strip of land where tue river 
starts a “horseshoe bend,’ several miles 
north of this city. This plan, if suc- 
cessful, while leaving Pine Bluff away 
from the main channel, would eliminate, 
it is believed, the danger of an overflow 
which would cause the destruction of 
a large amount of property. 

The action of the mass meeting fol- 
lowed reports of the coming of a !6-foot 
rise in tne river, the crest of which 
will probably reach Pine Bluff by Wed- 
nesday, and the sloughing off of a large 
piece of the bank which has been grad- 
ually caving in for several months, fol- 
lowing the recent flood. 

During the flood of October four large 
‘warehouses were practically destroyed, 
and today a great crack was discovered 
in the big two-story warehouse of R. 
M. 
tone brink of the caving bank. That it 
is inevitable that this structure will go 
down is the opinion of building experts, 
and the safety of the Jefferson hotel, a 
$100,000 structure, and the Jefferson 
County bank and the court house is fear- 
edasthe bank has been eaten into with- 
in 30 feet-of these buildings.
